“The forecasts were watched by 
everyone. Ninety per cent of peo- 
ple in the citrus districts who own- 


ed radio receivers, whether or not | 


they were owners of citrus groves, 
listened in for the reports. On 
all cold nights, all packing house 
managers were called by 
phone as early as possible. 
few fruit growers without radios 
secured the forecasts from the 
packing house managers. 

“There were 55 cold nights dur- 
ing the season, which is the great- 


est number since the fruit-frost | 


work was undertaken here. The 
previous record was 48. 

“The temperatures during the 
fore part of the season, while con- 
sistently cool were generally fav- 
orable for citrus. There were two 
serious nights, December 16-17 and 
18-19, when frost was averted by 
light winds, which kept the tem- 
perature fluctuating except in the 
western portion.
